Jacob  Perkins.  Jacob  Perlclns  was 
born  in  Massachusetts,  and  had  had 
such  success  In.  America  with  print- 
ing banknotes  that  in  1819  he  was 
urged  by  the  Brltl&h  Minister  to  go 
to  London  and  try  to  secure  the 
banl(note  engraving  contract  for  the 
Bank  of  Xngland.  He  did  not  secure 
the  bank  contract,  but  wa.s  em  oiir-

No  Stamp  has  ever  attained  the 
popularity  with  coUeetors  as  thLs

Norway  Reached  by  Allies 
On  April  27^

PARIS.  May  4  -  The  withdrawal 
of  British  trooixs  from  the  territory 
south  of  IVondhJem  iiad  1)een  ex- 
pected for  several  days.  The  decision 
to  re -embark  them  was  reached  on 
April  26  by  the  British  Admiralty, 
and  the  Allied  Supreme  War  Coun- 
cil me^  in  London  on  April  27  to 
have  It  formally  approved  by  the 
British  and  French  GovemmenLs. 

Was  it  possible  to  act  otherwise? 
The  only  answer  which  ean  be  given 

to  that  question  that  the  BrltLsh 
Admiralty  held  un.sluikeable  views 
on  that  .subject.

«t  lea.st  was  required  orgeatiy  by  the  ■ 

industry. 

The  slse  of  this  great  mill  may  be  ga- 
thered from  Mip  floor  .space — over  1.000.000 
square  feet.  It  has  five  board  machines. 
Including  one  which  has  a  weekly  output 
or  2000  ton.s.  Several  thousaiui.s  of  work- 
ers are  employed,  and  over  one-fifth  of 
them  are  women,  who  work  In  the  con- 
verting factorle.s,  where  wallboard,  pack- 
ing cases  and  corrugated  cases  are  made. 
In  addition  to  these  cases,  which  take  the 
place  of  wooden  boxe.s,  large  quantities  of 
board  are  sent  from  the  mill  to  manufac- 
turers of  cpntalnfrs.  boxes,  and  other  ar- 
ticles, for  u.sp  In 'making  medical,  chem- 
ical, and  food  containers.

The  an.svJer  i.s  impor- 
tant, because  after  that  very  long  struggle 
more  than  twenty  years  ago- -we  did  beat 
the  old  German  Army — onci;  considered 
the  best  in  the  world— and  beat  them 
thoroughly  in  the  field.  Thjis  Is  an  his- 
torical fact  of  which  I  shall  have  tnore  to 
say.  Before  I  be^in  my  talk  I  just  want 
to  say  that  while  my  facts  will  be  facts, 
such  opl|nions  as  I  give  are  my  own  opin- 
ions and  are  not  official  opinlor»s. 

Now  the  first  point  I  want  to  touch  on 
Is  the  position  of  the  old  German  Army. 
in  the  State  In  1914  It  was  a  vrry  ^reat 
position— It  was  in  fact  the  position  hi  the 
country;  To  be  a  hlgh-effieer  in  the  Oec- 
mkn  Army  was  very  much  to  be  omebody. 
MlhTary  rank  meant  so"  much  that  even 
the  Chancellor  Bethman  von  HoUweg  as- 
sumed it  on  the  outbreak  of  war;  he  was 
a  colonel  in  the  reserve.  Can  you  see 
Mr.  Chamberlain  doing  that?  The  old 
German  Army,  to  use  a  soldier's  phrase, 
chucked  It.s  weight  ab(nit  and  the  German 
people  loved  to  see  It.  The  army  was 
rigidly  non-political  as  far  as  Internal 
politics  went  but  the  Great  General 
Staff  in  Berlin  was  the  most  i;>owerful 
body  In  the  State,  and,~a8  far  as  foreign 
politics  went,  the  German  General  Staff

was  knocked  out  in  1918  and  a  new  army 
was  formed.  It  was  limited  to  one  hun- 
dred thcni.sand  men — that  Is  a  pretty  big 
drop  from  the  five  million  odd  with  whi(  h 
Germany  finished  the  war.  And  not  only 
was  it  limited  in  numbers,  but  it  was  not 
allowed  anythinR  but  the  very  .simplest 
equipmenl.  An  Inter-Allied  Commission  of 
Control  sat  In  Berlin  to  see  that  disarma- 
ment was  accompli.shed  and  that  the  small 
new  army  kept  to  the  terms—the  very 
rigid  terms— that  had  been  Imposed.  Fof 
sixteen  years  that  army  .struggled  for  ex- 
istence. To  some  extent  it  succeeded  in 
evading  the  terms  by  one  deception  or  an- 
other, and  probably  even  before  the  Allied 
Commission  withdrew  in  1927  it  could  have 
laid  its  hands  on  many  more  than  its  olfi- 
clal  number  of  men-rbut  it  could  not  show 
them,  nor  could  It  train  them  openly. 

It  was,  however,  about  this  time  that  the 
growing  power  of  Nazidom  and  the  crea- 
tifin  of  vast  Brownshlrt  forces  appeared 
to  offer  challenge  To  the  priviicRed  por- 
tion of  the  army,  but  it  wa.s  nut  until  1934, 
when  Hitler  was  firmly  in  the,  saddle,  that 
the  crisis  came  The  profe.s.sional  army 
and  the  private  army  under  the  Nazi  coni;- 
mander  Roehm  were  engaged  in  a  bitter 
struggle  for  control.  Hitler  had  t^)  decide 
between  the  two  and  he  plumi?ed  for  the 
professionals.  Then  came  the  famous 
purge  of  the  30th  of  June— when  Hitler 
shot  his  best  friend  without  trial  and 
roughly  a  thousand  of  his  followers,  and 
the  Inconvenient  General  von  Scleicher, 
once  Chancellor,  was  murdered  v^ith  his 
wife.  The  affair,  quite  apart  from  ^he  ex- 
ecutions, wrap- which  the  army,  had 
nothing  to  do.  was  an  immense  triumph 
for  the  soldiers. 

The  oiext  steps  in  advance  were  also 
due  to  the  iFuehrers  action..  In  1935 
he  announced  compulsory  eervicc-fef  the 
nation  and  his  intention  to  expand  the 
army  to  thirty-six  front-line  divisions— 
that  Is  a  peace  .strength  of  getting  on  f^r 
six  hundred  thousand  men.  It  was  those 
thirty-six  divisions  that  staggered  the 
world  From  that  monuiit  the  army  ha.s 
never  looked  back  and  it  Is  Hitler  who  has 
been  the  Impelling  force  The  generals,  if 
they  are  not  of  hi^  nuhd  .n  .i,;  ihat  he 
does,  ate,  at  ail  events,  the  men  of  his 
choice.

manders  and  .staffs  m  the  task  of  manip- 
ulating Immense  bodies  of  men.  of  feeding 
them  and  of  maintaining  them.  In  the 
old  German  Army  these  processes  had 
been  going  on  for  years.  There  were  an- 
nually the  Kreat  manoeuvres  methodically 
and  systematically  prepared  There  was 
an  immense  pool  of  trained  officers  In  re- 
serve and  a  very  large  and  very  com- 
petent corps  of  staff  ofTieer.s  Nearly  all 
this  ground  has  had  to  be  made  up  in  the 
la.st  four  or  five  years.  In  spite  of  the 
practice  they  have  had  in  the  peace  occu- 
pations of  Austria,  Sudetenland  and  Bj- 
hemia  and  In  spite  of  the  Polish  war— in 
which  every  advantage  of  strategic  posi- 
tion, numbers  and  of  armament  was  in 
f.ivor  of  the  German— there  must  be  a  lot 
of  leeway  to  make  up.

Now  I  want  to  say  Just  a  word  about 
equipment.  It  Is  certain.  I  think,  that 
German  equipment  will  be  good.  Just  as  it 
was  In  1814  his  armaments  have  alwavs 
been  flrst  claeer^ut  I  wonder  if  he  has 
not  made  some  mistakes  owing  to  the' 
speed  at  which  rearmament  has  been  car- 
ried out.

However,  there  are  many  important  loca- 
tions in  the  Swiss  Alps  where  soldiers  are 
staUoned,  and  where  such  shelters  iiw 
not  available.  How  Switzerland's  defend- 
ers meet  such  emergencies  was  also 
shown  to  the  newspapermen.'  In  about 
one  ht)ur  four  men  can  dig  a  .shelter  or 
build  an  Igloo.  Wooden  boards  which  thry 
bring  along  are  fitted  Into  a  floor,  which 
Is  then  surmounted  by  a  tent  If  the  shelter 
Is  not  a  snow  hut.  Warm  .sleeping  bags 
and  wholesome  hot  food  are,  of  course,  al- 
ways provided  for  the  occupants. 

The  reporters  al.so  had  the  privilege  of 
watching  drills  of  ski  patrols,  each  num- 
bering six  to  ten  men.  Since  aU  Swiss 
.soldiers  on  ski.s  wear  White  -garments  over 
their  regular  uniforms,  also  white  Finnish 
fur  coats  wherever  necessary,  they  blend 
into  the  land.scape  and  can  hardly  be  de- 
tected.

__jarm  ol  Glen  Rosa,  still  worthily  held  in 
the.Reld  family  TTirTfirrtihouse  with  Its 
rlu.ster  nf  buildlnRf,  orciiples  the  summit 
of  a  knoll  overlooking  the  valley  on  our 
side,  while  on  the  other  It  faces  Peddar 
Ba^^with  Ha  wecH^^  Rn<i  gr««^y  prnnvwv — 
torles.  where  the  bay's  waters  are  split 
Into  two  small  arme.  one  on  each  side  of 
Point  Ash.  the  prolongation  of  the  hill 
that  bears  the  homestead.  The  first  Mr. 
Rcld  chose  wisely  and  with  an  eye  td 
aesthetic  as  well  as  agricultural  fltne.ss 
He  was  an  architect  by  profession  and 
came  from  Clydeside,  and  had  no  doubt 
many  times  looked  on  scenes  not  unlike 
thla  Weslrrn  CMcn  Rosa  a.";  he  sailed  down 
towards  the  Cumbracs.  At  any  rate  to 
those  Of  us  who  knew  him  the  memory  of 
the  fine  old  ir.rm  lii:t,Trs  about  fhi.s  be.iu- 
tiful  spot.

Across  the  valley  we  run  on  under  the 
steep  side  of  Mathesmi  s  nrarrst  buttress. 
The  war  cry  of  the  HlKliland  clan  whose 
name  thliT  lofty  hill  bears  is.  translated 
into  EnRll.sh.  'The  Field  of  the  Two  De- 
clivities";  whatever  that  may  mean,  our 
hill .  Is  one  of-  many  declivities,  as  those 
who  haVe  ascended  it  know,  and  none  the 
worse  for  that.  A  few  years  ago  there 
was,  and  still  may  be,  a  little  farm  on 
the  top  of  the  hlU,  Indeed  a  place  for  any- 
ont  who  """H  "the  world  forgetting^, 
by  the  world  forgot."  And  above  us  out 
of  sight  in  a  little  valle^  between  the  first 
rise  and  tlie  second  is  Quarantine  Lake,  a 
small  pond  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long, 
once  the  source  of  William  Rutd's  water 
•upply,  hence  the  name. 

Wolf,  Umb  and  Mii»d«r 

THE  r  'i:  I  'in  o>ir  left  falls  away  for 
the  nio.st  part  very  steeply  in  thickly 
wooded  glades,  but  suddenly  we  come 
upon  the  blue  waters  of  Becher  Bay.  Not 
only  have  we  a  distant  view  of  them  as 
they  wash  tlie  rock-bound  coast  and  Is- 
lands near  ttie  entrance,  bu^  we  look  down 
upon  them  Just  below  the  edRe  of  the 
road.  It  is  a  very  tempting  spot  on  a 
SummerTday,  for,  as  I  have  often  done, 
you  can  clamber  down  the  rocks  and 
stretch  yourself  on,  the  short  dry  gra.ss 
whUe  all  about  you  the  dark  walls  are 
gay  with  the  golden  flowers  of  stonecrop, 
often  growing  here  to  quite  unusual  else. 
The  Uttle  grey  fence  Is  relic  of  the  old 
days  of  horse  travel,  when  the  stage  came 
round  these  corners  at  a  stately  trot  and 
the  whiflle-Uces  grazed  the  stumps  and 
rocks  along  the  roadside.  Today  the 
fence's  eHect  is  purely  psychoioKicni. 
powerlesLxbcfore .  the  automobile's  mo- 
mentum, it  soothes  the  nervous  by  draw- 
ing a  line  l^etween  the  soUd  rock  and  the 
wave-washed  rocks  below. 

Looking  across  the  water  to~ine  right 
we  see  twb  Islands,  a  large  one  and  a 
rmaller  one  clo5e»by^  it.  The  large  one  He* 
off  the  west  shore  of  the  bay  and  is  known 
as  Wolf  Island,  the  smaller  one  further 
out  i.s  I.amb  M;ii!d  Beiund  them  the 
waters  of  Becher  Bay  contract  into  a 
small  miet  known  as  Murder  Bay.  What 

history  lies  behind  thejso  kihu;ter  names 
1  do  not  know;  perhaps  nant^  Jt  may  be

The  yews  are  plainly 
older  than  many  of  their  neiKhbur.-^.  who, 
however,  have  outgrown  them  and

To  turn  from  wolves  and  lambs  and 
murder,  things  that  are  not  a  little 
apropos  of  recent  events,  the  more  leisure- 
ly traveler  may  note  that  the  rocks  alone 
the  north  shore  of  Becher  as  well  as 
those  of  the  Mount  Matheson  group  are 
basaltic  lava.  a.s  they  are  down  the  east 
shore  to  Church  Point,  and  inchirimg 
Garibaldi  and  Church  Hill.s  and  the  inter-, 
vening  South  Rise  and  Middle  Peak. 

Farm  by  Creyke  Point 

AT  the  head  of  a  second  valley,  paral- 
leling the  one  at  Peddar  Bay,  we  turn 
off  sharp  to  the  left  and  follow  the  nar- 
row, qld-fashloned  Becher  Bay  Road 
where  you  might  expect  to  meet  a  horse 
and  buggy  or  hear  the  sound  of  wagon 
wheels.  It  is  an  old  road  and  in  a  little 
clearing  on  the  right  the  grass  is  span- 
gled with  daisies,,  Uie  good  old-fashioned 


"flowers  white  and  red"  lhafc  ChailCCr 
sings  of:  "to  them  I  have  so  great  affec- 
tion." Here  they  are  by  thousands,  and 
.nil  with  their  little  faces  turned  toward.^ 
the  sun.  Long  ago  the  dai^y  or  day  s-eye 
was  associated  with  St.  Margaret,  and  so 
it  wai  known  as  "margaret"  or  'mar 
guerlte,"a  name  since  appropriated  to  the 
ox-eye  daisy  and  its  relatives.    But  as 

'  "marguerite"  oiir  true  daisy  was  the 
favorite  device  of  queens  and  great  ladles 
who  bore  the  name  of  Margaret. 
The  road  ends  at  the  bid  Aylard  farm 
Crcykc  Point.  The  original  hou.se  is 
represented  now  solely  by  Its  tall  chimney, 
but  traces  of  the  flower  beds  are  still  to 
be  seen  and  from  it  then  i  ,i  (  harming 
view  of  the  entrance  to"  Becher  Bay.

this  cHarm.    We  lunch  simply  and  briefly 
by  a  mossy  ridge  of  rock  wi^h  a  field  at 
our  feet  running  gently  dqwn  to  the^sea_ 
Just  south  of  Creyke  Point. 

Then  we  betake  ourselves  on  foot  by 
the  barn  acro.ss  a  broad  field  where  a  pair 
"of  killdeer  provers  evidently  resent  our 
presence  uid  make  the  air  ring  with  (heir 
loud  insistent  cries.  The  name  should 
properly  be  "klU-dee '  rather  than  "kill- 
deer, '  for  it  Is  an  attempt  to  render  the 
bird's  cry  and  has  nothing  to  do  with 
deer  I  am  afraid  everyone  doesn't  find 
the  sound  ol  Lhui  plover  as  attractive 
I  do.  for  in  Bastem  America  the  bird  is 
popularly  known  as  "noisy  plover"  or 
"chattering  plover. '  I  enjoy  greatly  hear- 
ing these  and  other  birds  of  the  marsh 
and  moor,  such  as  the  curlew  and  the 
snipe.  .Stevenson  has  hit  both  the  charm 


cut  off  much  of  the  light  with  distressing 
results  in  dead  and  dying  branches.  In 
«,hi^  Ea^t  Sooke  forest  l-hc  cverRrccu  blue- 
berry is  a  striking  feature,  especially  now 
when  with  its  pink  and  often  earailne- 
tinged  bells  Is  associated  the  delicate  tint 
of  its  young  shoots  that  look  almost  at 
first  sight  like  clusters  of  flowers.  This 
tender  growth  is  a  pale  coppery  color,  not 
unlike  the  flowers  of  the  copper  bush  and 
the  false  azalea.

A  Sandstone  Relic 

THE  trail  hug.i  the  edge  Of  the  low  .sea 
cliff  closely  at  one  part  and  we  are 
see  as  we  look  back  a  peculiar  geo- 
logical feature  This  is  an  isolated  out- 
crop of  the  Sooke  sandstone  and  con- 
glomerate, the  only  known  outcrop  this 
side  of  the  north  side  of  Sooke  I^rbor 
and  Basin.  The  fact  of  its  persistence 
here  shows  something  of  the  extent  of

Tlic  knoll  has  patches  of 
sca-blu^ih  and  biuc-cyed  Mary,  but  ratlicr 
spindly  owlni  to  the  shade  of-the  sot-  . 
rounding  trees  Meanwhile  we  i)re:i^  pn  . 
and  eventually  come  out  on  the  rocky 
coast  line  about  a  hundred  yards  west  of 
our  Koal.  Here  between  the  rock  outcrops 
and  along  the  bare  .strip  borderinp;  the 
forest  the  ground  i»  covered  densely  w  ith 
kinniklnnlk  or  bearberry,  with  abundance 
"f  it*,  pretty  pink  l>eHs  Tln.s  thick  brar- 
oerry  (growth  \a  characteristic  of  the  coa.st 
line  betweim  hetajuul  Beechey.Head.  An- 
other interesting  feature  is  tlie  wmd- 
pruning  of  the  trees,  some  of  the  pines 
making  remarksblf  and  picturesque 
growths.  We  look  lonRingly  along  the 
rough,  rocky  .shore  towards  the

Round  the  head.s  of  a 
couple  of  deep  gullies  we  clamber  and 
then  come  out  on  the  broadly  step-ltkt 
exposures  of  gabbro  at  Alldrldge  Point.

kUr?  first  business  is  to  find  ai;aui  tin- 
Indian  petroglyphs  for  wluch  the 
place  has  some  measure  of  fame.  Like  all 
these  Indian  drawings  on  the  rock,  they 
are  situated  on  seaward- facing  walls. 
Thus  I  visited  Point  No  Point  many  times, 
wandermg  all  over  Its  wind-swept  and 
wave-.swept  ledges  before  I  came  upon  the 
three  rock  drawings  there,  and  Ihcn  only 
by  the  accident  that.  Instead  of  having 
my  eyes  on  rock  or  plant.  I  li.ipiicned  to 
be  looking  back  when  my  eye  saw  one 
about  fifty  feet  away.  The  other  two  were 
then  e;isily  found.  So  here  we  clamber 
round  the  great  blocks  and  come  ufxm  the 
first,  a  whale,  shallowly  incised  111  the 
tough  rock,  quite  a  naturalistic  drawing. 
Be?»ide  it  the  Government  has  placed  ona 
its  brojize  tablets  warning  the  mif- 
cht^ous  against  tampering  with  hlstorto 
monuments  But  alas  for  human  frailty! 
someone  has  hred  ,three  or  four  bullets 
Into  the  plate  to  show.  I  suppose,  their- 
contempt  for  both  the  law  and  historic 
sentiment.  The  shote  were  not  fired  from 
ain  alrgun  or  a  .22,  but  an  ordinary  rine. 
Thi.s  kind  of  thing  Is  akin  to  the  uproot^ 
ing  of  shrubs  in  parks  and  the  stealing 
of  plants  from  public  gardens,  but  I  sup- 
pose so  long  as  the  wholesale  devasiatlon 
of  our  fore.>?t.s  and  scenery  Is  condoned,  a 
bullet  or  two  in  a  metal  plate  is  a  trlHe. 

■The  other  drawlng  inrfew  yards  fur- 
ther east  and  represents  a  -nondescript 
animal  something  like  a  ribbon  seal  with 
a  greatly  exaggerated  mouth.  The  animal 
15  not  found  here,  but  reports  of  It  might 
be  known  to  the  Indians  and  a  mytho- 
logical picture  re.sull  like  the  first  Euro- 
pean pictures  of  an  eleptumt  drawn  from 
descriptions  and  not  from  sight. 

Both  pictures  are  lightly  Incised  in  the 
gabbro.  probably  by  hubbing  with  a  flinty 
or  cherty  stone,  since  that  would  be  uhk  li 
harder  than  the  rock  face.  How  old  the/ 
are  It  is  impossible  to  say,  but  ajiu.tho 
gabbro- weatlifrs  fairly  rapidly  and  the 
original  incision  could  hardly  have  been 
very  deep  it  is  unlikely  that  the  drawings 
were  dOM  more  than  a  century  or  two 
ago  Their  purpo.se  was  very  likely  mag- 
ical, having  something  to  do  with  a  good 
harvest  of  the  sea.  and  resembling  there- 
the  siippo.sed  sipnlfleance  of  the 
rock  drawings  of  animals  by  pr'e-historic 
Man  in  Europe  and  elsewhere.  At  any 
rate  thry  are  amoiiK  the  olde.st  things  we 
have,  thouRh  some  of  our  kitchen  midden 
deposits  may  be  older  In  their  lower  lay- 
ers of  what  I  may  call  the  "oyster -Agti^ 
from  the  overwhelmlng'abundance  of  our 
native  bivalve.  .      .  "

Up  to  the  present  he 
has  triad  to  get  them  both  from  tha  same 
Rovernment,  a  national  government  He 
cannot  do  It.  Your  national  government 
cannot  give  you  security  from  outside. 
All  it  can  do  is  to  have  its  own  arms  and 
Armaments  and  that  does  not  give  you 
security,  as  we  all  know.  The  cltisen  can 
only  get  peace  not  from  his  own  govarn- 
ment,  he  has  got  to  get  it  from  outside, 
from  the  place  from  which  you  get  war. 
he  can  only  get  It  ultimately  by  going  to 
the  hou.se  of  his  enemy  and  making  him 
his  friend.  That  is  why  I  suggest  a  fed- 
eration of  baWgeranta  to  ordnr  to  satisfy 
those  distinct  needs  of  totamal  govern- 
ment according  to  tha  special  circum-.

Third,  you  get  the 
developed  assistance  of  hue  and  cry;  all 
the  paopla^of  the  community  agree  to  turn 
o^it  to  punish  a  law-breaker  and  in  de- 
fence of  any  one  member  of  the  com- 
munity. Fo(|rth.  you  get  tha  pollosmin, 
the  .wrvant  of  authority  which  is  above  all 
individuals  apd  you  get  peace  most  com- 
pletely when  you  have  reduced  the  foijec 
of  the  individual  to  insiKniflrance  com- 
pared wl^  the  force  at  the  back  of  Jus- 
tice. In  totecnittional  affairs  up  to  1919 
we  had\not  ijot  beyond  the  third  stage, 
the  balance  Af  power  and  th«  rest.  In

three  fatal  weakno.s.ses.  You  cannot  make 
the  force.^t  the  back  of  Justice  strung  or 
great  without  at  tha  lame  time  making 
strong  the  force  of  some  potential  wrong- 
doer.

You  cannot  gel  na- 
tional force  used  for  international  pur- 
poses which  are  unpopular  with  the  peo- 
ple of  the  nation  and  war  of  all  kinds  was 
highly  popular  among  the  principal  sup- 
porters of  the  League  ~^f  Nations.

We  know  that  wherever  Nazism  or  Com- 
muni.sm  prevail,  freedom  of  mtod  and 
body  wilts  and  dies.  . 

Neither  of  these  doctrines  are  compat- 
ible with  Mie  maintenance  of  a  free  de- 
mocracy. We  cannot  condemn  the  one 
and  eondone  tha  other.  Wa  know  that 
both  are  .stained  With  perJury.  oppressioA 
and  bloodshed. 

It  is  foolish  iand  dangerous  to  attempt 
at  this  stage  to  draw  up  a  detailed  plan^ 
for  a  settlement,  above  all  a  plan  influ- 
enced and  moulded  by  any  particular 
l)olitica!  bias. 

We  are  now  undergoing  the  tr^igic  con-

the  generation  now  risked  against  the 
lives  of  the  KencriilKui  they  do  not  know. 
.  that  is  coming.  That  was  the  issue  of  1916. 
If  we  are  to  go  on  to  the  opportunity  of 
1919  we  must  be  certain  we  know  how  to 
use  that  opportunity  to  stanfp  out  war 
altbgether.  For  that  wa  must  have  a  new 
plan,  not  Uia  old  ones  which  roused  no 
feeltog. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  go  at  all  into 
the  innumerable  practical  details  of  a 
federal  scheme.  I  can  assure  you  I  spend 
a  good  deal  of  time  thtoklng  over  them. 
In  many  countries  for  a  hundred  years 
and  more  people  have  been  dealtog  with 
these  problems  of  federalism,  relations  of 
tiie  powers,  taxation  and  so  on.

If  by  calling  the  thing  Utopia  they  mean 
it  is  divorced  from  reaUtles  then  It  Is  not 
H  Utopia.  All  that  I  have  said  to  you  today 
starts  from  realities,  It  is  based  upon  facts, 
upon  one  general  fact  that  of  the  sden- 
lific  development  which  has  made  utterljf 
out  of  date  the  old  tribal  groupings  and 
isolations  of  mah|ctod~:  and  twb~  special 
facta  which  I  have  mentioned,  unification 
of  Germany  and  the  aggressive  Commuu- 
ism  in  Russia.  Those  facts  have  put  fin-

The  potato  hydrometer  determines  the 
wpeclflc  gsavity  of  a  sample  of  potatoes. 
The  specmc  gravity  depends  on  thq 
weight  per  unit  of  volume.  This  varies 
•with  the  water  content  of  the  tubers. 
The  lower  the  potato  is  in  water  coTiTenT, 
the  higher  it  Is  in  dry  .mjilter  content, 
i.e.,  the  part  of  the;jJptato  that  consUlues 
the  food  value.  It  has  been  found  that- 
cooking  quality  Improves  with  an  increa.se 
in  dry  matter.  In  other  words,  a  sample 
of  potatoeThlgh  in  speclftc  gravity  U-also 
high  In  dry  matter,  food  value  and  cook- 
ing quality,  while  potatoes  low  in  specific 
gravity  and  dry  matter  are  low  In  food 
value  and  rate  low  in  cooking  quality, 
n  he  actual  relation  between  cooking 
Quality  and 'dry  matter  contenrhaa  been 
determined  by  several  years  of  testing.

F'AK'MEHFr  and  farm  Iradcr.s  are  cau- 
tioned against  accepting  too.  literally 
the  speculations  appearing  in  th9  presa 
since  the  Oermap'  occupation  of  Den- 
mark with  regard  to. what  the  cutting  off 
'  of  Danish  supplies  to  the  United  Kingdom 
may  mean  to  Canadian  agriculture,  says 
a  statrmciit  released  ri'cently'  by  the 
Agricultural  Supplies  Board. 
.  It  Is  true  that  Denmark  held  a  position 
of  major  importance  as  a  ,source  of  bacon, 
eggs  and  dairy  products  for  the  British 
market.  This  Is  indleatd^  by  the*  figures 
relea.sed  April  11  by  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics,  aiul  widely  published,  to  the 
effect  that  In  .1938.  the  last  year  for  which 
complete  "Brili.sh  iIm>ort"  data  arp  avail- 
able, Denmark  supplied  Britain  with 
-  ,38a000,000  pounds  of  bacon.  265.000,000 
pounds  of.  butter  and  95.000,000  doscn  of 
eqqs  Statistics  from  Dani,sh  .sources  on 
"export  to  the  United  Kingdom"  show^ 
that  the  situktlon  changed  but  slightly  In 
1939— rouchly  400.000.000  pound.s  of  ba( mi, 
228.000,000  pounds  of  butter.  97,000.000 
dozen  of  eggs— while  the  .««me  soufces  In- 
dicate that  Dani.sh  ex!)ort,^  to  Britain 
during  tile  first  two  months  of  the  present 
year -did  not  vary,  yidely  Irom  those  for 
the  .same  period  Of  last  year.

ROMAINE  or  cos  lettuce,  which  pin- 
,duces  oval  leaves,  standing  upright. 
Is  highly  esteemed  by  French  salad  ex- 
perts It  i,s  a  good  late  lettuce,  standing 
heat  better  than  the  leaf  varieties.  ThO 
leaves  can  be  bleached  by  tying  them  up 
as  they  near  hiaturity.  but  this  merely 
changes  their  color  and  lessens  their  vita- 
min content,* 

For  Summer  leaves,  chiccuy.  al.so  known 
as  endive,  4s  more  available  than  lettuce, 
which  usually  runs  to  seed  In  midsum- 
mer. Endive  may  be  had  with  curly  leaves 
or  broad  leaves.  Many  like  the  curly 
leaves  best  for  Summer,  and  broad  leaves 
lescaroUei  fpr  Fall,  as  they  endure  frost 
and  become  .sweeter  after  the  frost  comes. 
Sow  both  types  m  drills,  tiirn  out  to  six 
or  eight  Inches. 

Leaf  crops  v;ifivkn  in  a  similar  manner, 
a^id  much  esteemed  in  bowl  salads,  include 
com  salad,  which  la  very  hardy  and  can 
be  harvested  late  in  the  Fall;  and  upland 
garden  cress,  which  gives  a  pungent  fla- 
vor to  the  salad. 

In  the  Fall  iettuce  may  be  grown  again; 
and  the  Chlne.se  cabbage  leaves  are  de- 
licious. Chinese  \:abbage  may  be  grown 
in  the  Spring,  with  rleh  soil  and  an  earljr 
.start.  But  in  midsummer  It  always  rUBl_ 
to  seed.  A  late  crop  has  no  such  tendency, 
and  heads  are  Easily  produeed  in.  the  FaU 
from  plants  started  In  late  June 

All  leaf  crops  demand  rich  soil.  They 
must  grow  fast  without  check,  otherwise 
the  leaves  are  tough  and  have  a  bitter 
flavor.  Plant  food  .should  be  applied  to 
the  soli  in  which  they  grow  at  the  rate 
of  four  pounds  to  100  equare  feet.

remember  that  we  bacteria  are  <iot  ani- 
mals, but  01i^U  who  cannot  make  our 
own  food  and  must-sfeeal  It  . 

And  now,  why  arc  the.se  gangster  cous- 
ins so  dangerous?  Well,  they  love  to  steal 
into  your  body,  where  It  Is  warm,  dark 
and  moist,  and  \Oier('  there  is  a  plentiful- 
supply  of  food  Indeed,  my  dangerous 
relatives  And  the  inner  par^s  of  your  body 
an  Ideal  placs  to  do  their  miauplylnf ! 

What,  do  microbes  actually  go  Into  the 

,  human  body  to  do  their  arithmetic  home- 
work? Of  course  nol!  We  bacteria  In- 
crease our  numbers  by  rapid  multiplica- 
tion a  .sort  of  splittlng-up  proce.s.s  by 
^hlch  one  bacterium  will  become  two 
bacterik  after  a  very  few  minutes.  And 
conditions  for  this  rapid  splillinR  are  Just 
right  inside  your  body!  Just  Imagine  what 
that  means?  A  dl.sease-produclng  germ 
that  divides  every  few  minutes  Will  have 
produced  hundreds  of  thou.sands  pf  his 
kind  at  the  end  of  a  few  hours!

Baku.   This  seaport  on  tlie  Caspian  Sea 
Is  the  centre  of  important  ollflelds.  whose 

produce  is  shipped  acro.s.s  that  .sea  and 
al^  distributed  by  pipes  to  Batum  on  the 
Black  8ea.    Russia  produces  about  80,- 

000.000  gallons  of  oil  a  year,  about  half 
that  of  the  British  Empire,  but  she  ex- 
ports only  about  one-seventh,  .so  great  are 
her  own  needs. 

Danube  Commission. — The  use  of  the 
Danube  for  the  carriage  of  Russian  oil 

from  Batum  by  way  of  the  Black  Sea, 
which  is  believed  to  be  urged  by  Germany, 
raises  the  question  of  the  International 
Commission,  which,  subjK  i  to  Rumanian 
sovereign  rights  since  1938,  control.s  traf- 
fic on  the  river  from  Bralla  to  the  sea. 
Germany  and  Italy  were  given  representa-, 
tlve.s  on  this  Commission  last  year,  thus 
joining  the  French  and  British,  who  share 
the  Control  with  RumaiUahs. 

-  Leaflets.— leaflet  Is  «  printed  sheet  of 
paper,  sometimes  fqlded,  but  not  stitched, 
and  the  term  Is  usually  given  to  a  docu« 
ment  which  Is  broadcast  for  propaganda 
purposes  The  leafleUn  which  have  been 
dropped  by  airplanes  in  Germany  answer 
this  description  They  are  carried  tied 
together  as  "bricks. "  the  fastening  being 
so  arranged  that  the  leaflets  sre  freed 
readily  above  towns.  Lord  Northcllffe's 
leaflets  had  a  big  part  in  breaking  down 
the  morale  of  the  German  people  in  the 
Great  War. 

Storting.— This  is  the  name  of  the  Nor- 
wegian Parliament.  Which  la  very  demo- 
cratlc  in  crin.vtitution  and  has  great 
powers.  Elected  every  four  years  by  uni- 
versal suffrage  under  a  system  of  propor- 
tional repre.sentatlon,  it  meets  by -its  own 
right  and  not  the  behest  of  king  or 
ministers.  •
